the true explanation for the high- 
pressure frenzy with which the cur- 
rent mutual onslaughts, both mili- 
tary and verbal, are taking place. 
The objective of the latest fight- 
ing—an insignificant sandy island 
in the Ussuri River on the border 
near Vladivostok — is hardly im- 
portant enough from any point of 
view _to-warrant a serious interna- 
tional incident. Yet the island has 
been the scene of a number of clash- 
es in recent yéars, and both sides, 
claiming ownership of the territory; 
‘have built up sizable military forces 
in the area. 

The facts, including the vehem- 
ence of the recent diplomatic reac- 
tions on both sides, suggest that the 
island on which border guards have 
been slain is merely a focal point for 
international anger arising from 


other, much deeper causes. The ideo- 
logical dispute over fundamental , 


Communist procedure has been rag- 
ing at’ various levels between Peking 
and Moscow for more than a decade, 
and today appears to be more 
divisive than ever. The Chinese as- 
sert that Lenin urged military force 


as the only effective means of: 


spreading Communism into other 
lands. Russia — and particularly un- 
der Mr, Khrushchev’s regime = @f 
gues that in the modern world the 
conflict must be economic rather 
than military. 

Against this background, the Us+ 
suri River fighting and the mage 
sive public demonstrations which 
have since been staged in both coun 
tries may be strongly suspected of 


serving as.a preparation for the cone 


gress of the Chinese Communist 
Party which will be held very soon. 
This conference will be an occasion 
for Peking to strengthen its influ- 
ence over the Communist delegates 
who will attend from other countries, 
and perhaps make a significant bid 
for the leadership of world Commun- 
ism. 


To discredit Russia as a perpe- 
trator of reckless armed provocation 
against a neighbor would obviously 
be in China’s interests at this time. 
And a hint of this same trend. could 
be seen in recent Peking charges that 
Russia was acting in a suspiciously 
friendly manner toward the United 
States: Such a wish to stand out as 
the only. simon-pure_anti-capitalist 
power would also explain China’s 
sudden cancellation of projected 
talks in Warsaw with United States 
representatives. 


If this is indeed the substance of 
Peking’s attitude and actions today, 


“it can only be said that the Com-~ 


munist Chinese leaders are dealing 
in an exceedingly dangerous manner 
by rousing the whole population to 
such a pitch of hatred. Exhortations 
to be ready for war and to defend

Gu OF THE MANY WAYS IN 
which Canada is closely bound 
to the United States is through tele- 
vision. Most Canadians live close 
enough to the border to pick up at 
least’ one “U.S, station, while our 
home-grown networks are heavily 
Jaden with American content, despite 
the brave efforts of the Board of 
Broadcast Governors. 

Viewers in this country therefore 
seem sure to benefit from a govern- 
ment study ordered by President 
Nixon into the effects of violence 
portrayed on television. The relation- 
ship between crime and violence in 
society and the content of so many 
television programs will be the par- 
ticular concern of the commission. 

Although the special panel is pre- 
sumably starting without preconcep- 
tions so it can weigh all the evidence, 
including defensive arguments by the 
networks, there can be little doubt 
that such a relationship exists. The 
question for the commission to 
answer will be to what extent, and 
what-should be done about it. 

FBI Director J.- Edgar Hoover 
estimates that the average American 
child by the time he reaches 15 has 
witnessed_on_the television screen 
the violent destruction of 13,000 
human beings. In another survey it 


was found that two TV channels in 
one American city showed during 
one week 2,696 acts of violence and 
1,261 agonizing deaths. These fig- 
ures include only the crime programs 
and not the large number of fictional 
war films or newsreel clips of the 
real thing in Vietnam. Even the car- 
toons are criticized by some child 
behavior experts. Psychiatrist Dr. 
Albert Bandera of Stanford Univer- 
sity says children learn aggressive- 
ness more quickly watching cartoons 
than from seeing actors portraying 
the same violence. 

Some psychologists argue that ex- 
posure to make-believe violence can 
have healthfulgeffects through sub- 
limation, by helping man act out his 
aggressive instincts harmlessly. But 
this is like saying cigarettes are good 
because they help ease.tension. The 
climate of violence that exists in 
society today is at least partly fed by 
the constant exposure on television 
and other media. 

The television industry has begun 
reluctantly to accept government re- 
strictions on cigarette advertising, 
and it is encouraging to see that 
a serious step now appears to 


have been taken toward curbing ex- 
cessive TV violence. 


Broaden Their Horizons 


TUDENT MILITANTS ARE 


? fond these days of quoting Marx’ 


and the Thoughts of Chairman Mao 
or proclaiming ‘the wisdom of Che 


Guevara as the key to our salvation. 
“Whatever their doctrines may have 


achieved for the people of Russia, 
China or Cuba, itis another thing 
to suggest they offer a panacea for 
North America. 

The words may sound inspiring, 

but what.about the reality? Perhaps 

. the best way of convincing the stu- 
dent rebels that all political systems 
have their disadvantages is to let 
them see-at first hand the applica- 
tion of these other doctrines. 

That is just what a prominent 
U.S. sddiologist, Dr. Lewis Feuer, 
now teaching at the University of 
Toronto, proposes. He wants gov- 
ernments and universities to estab- 
fish fellowships allowing student ac- 
tivists to study in any country of 
their choice, This is not merely the 
$tock reactionary gambit of “If you 
port like it here why don’t you go 

Russia,” but a plan that seems to 


offer a number of advantages worth 
considering. : : 

The obvious one is the lesson 
likely to be learned that. things 
aren’t always greener on the other 
side. Students everywhere are un- 
satisfied with the mi and 
values of their elders, as ‘well they, 
might be, and it could be instructive 
for some of our students to come 
into contact with Russian or Chinese 
students grousing about the defi- 
ciencies of their own society. 

On another level, any step that 
increases-contact between East and 
West and breaks down the barriers 
of ignorance and misunderstanding 
is worthwhile. Mixing of different 
cultures. and ideologies at the stu- 
dent level could be our best hope for 
world peace. 

And of course an added fringe 
benefit of Professor Feuer’s plan 
would be that it might help to take 
the heat off some of our embattled 
campuses through the absence of 
some of the most militant student 
leaders.

Portents of Danger in Our Rising Debt 


N the light of Robert Stanfield’s convic- 
‘% tion, expressed in a thoughtful Van- 
couver speech, that Canadian inflation is 
out of control, it is difficult to see how 
the Conservatives can make a persuasive 
case against the gov- 
ernment’s decision to 
abandon the North- 
umberland causeway. 
It was obviously a 
hard and embarrass- 
ing decision, bound to 
infuriate the island- 
ers and virtually an 
admission of past 
folly. But. the 
promise was  irres- 
ponsible when made 
and it would be more 
irresponsbile to seek to implement it in 
present _ circumstances. _ Precisely be- 
cause the decision is hard, it may help to 
convince the public that the government 
is at last in earnest and thus reinforce 
the efforts being made, by the Bank of 
Canada through the new seven per cent 
bank rate, 

‘Oné of “the “dangers —is—that the 
ministers may take comfort too soon; 
that too much wishful thinking may go 
into their readings of the indicators. This 
has been the record: warnings, gestures, 
then yielding to spending pressures on 
the assumption that a bit of trimming 
has already restored the situation. For 
appearances may be very deceptive; it 
is quite possible to have a latent 
inflationary threat without visibly 
dangerous manifestations.

Crocodile in Stream 


This was-the situation some years ago 
when the government chose to ignore 
what one very eminent official described 
as a crocodile on the bed of the stream. 
Unhappily it did not remain passive but 
rose to mangle the economy. It would be 
foolish to assume that it is satiated yet. 

The spending habits of the govern- 
ment, which acted for years as if the sky 
was the limit, have led to a dispropor- 
tionate increase in the money supply. 
When the minister of finance runs a cash 
deficit, increasing government debt for 
both current and capital account, new 
money is created as borrowings are 
acquired by the central or commercial 

Unlike prudent consumers, govern- 
ments rarely pay off debts; they simply 
re-borrow, coaxing lenders with various 
high-priced devices to take their new 
issues. We have reached a point at 
which, even-with the present steep rates 
of interest, it is extremely difficult for 
the government to market long-term 
bonds. Such are the inflationary expecta- 


tions that lenders are reluctant to tie up__ 


their funds for extended periods. 

If the government could dispose of its 
bonds to people already holding bank 
deposits, there would be a simple 
transfer “of-—resources with -no.-net 
inerease—in-the-money-supply.. But to a 
great extent bonds have been taken up 
by the central and commercial banks 
with two significant results. 

As the government has spent its 
borrowings, the money pool has ex- 
panded. With more -dollars- available, 
competition among purchasers: has 
pushed up prices. In such circumstances 
the tendency to import also increases, aS 
people bring in goods from outside or 
spend --on - trips -to - Hawaii or the’ 
Caribbean. 


Loaded With Bonds 


Meanwhile the banks have stocked up 
with far more government bonds than 
they would normally regard as necessary 
to protect their positions. They have a 
basis for a great expansion of deposits 
and an incentive to lend at rates more 
remunerative than bond interest. 
Bankers, once the most reticent of 
citizens, now beat paths to the 
customer’s door. 

Although the Bank of Canada in 
recent months has been doing its best to 
check the expansion of the. money 
supply, there is now an inflationary 
potential in the economy, of which we 
may not yet have felt the thrust. 
Obviously there must be.some expansion 
in a normal year to take care of 
increasing business activity but it would 
appear from the statistics that this has 
been outpacing the rise in GNP and has 


also been exceeding the increase in the 
United States (which has latterly come 
economists). 

The situation in the neighboring 
republic. bears comparison with that 
which obtained at the time of the Korean 
war. According to charts published by 
the Federal Reserve Bank of St. Louis, 
the rate of growth in the money supply 
has been running at about 8 per cent. 
This is well above the growth in GNP. 
But in Canada last year the money supply 
on the same basis increased by almost 15 
per cent; The over-all figure, including 
actual coin and currency — which has 
not increased very much — shows a 
jump of nearly 11 per cent. 

But this happened in what was 
supposed to have been a year of 
retrenchment. So Spartan was the mood 
last spring that the government even 
sought to reassure the financial com- 
munity with the promise (revoked in the 
fall) of a balanced budget. 

The weekly statistics published by the 
Bank of Canada are conveniently 
arranged to show the 12-month trend. 
Thus on Feb. 26, the gross public debt of 


Canada was $1,526 million higher than on 
the comparable date a year ago. 
{Politicians—have—diseovered—that—this 
looks better if it is placed on a per 
capita Basis; unfortunately new-born 


babes and newly arrived immigrants are 


not in a position to help much with the 
tax burden.) 

Not only is it a bigger debt; it is also 
a more costly one. Thus between Sept. 18 
and Feb. 19, the interest rate on a 1969 
maturity increased from 5.75 per cent to 
6.81; on a 1973 maturity from 6.46 to 7.09 
and on a 1983 maturity from 6.62 to 7.41. 
There is, in addition, the well hidden but 
very sizable cost of handling new issues 
and redemptions since commissions have 
to be paid. 

As at Feb. 19, the Bank of Canada 
owned $657 million more of the debt than 
a year ago; the chartered banks $789 
million more. The public owned slightly 
less; since January, 8 people evidently 
have been cashing bonds. and the 
holdings of the Bank have been rising as 
the government borrows to pay them off. 
There are portents of danger in these 
statistics. : i

The Case for Compensatory Education 


LEADING American educationist has 
now said what none has dared to 
say. before. He has said, first, that 
human intelligence mainly depends upon 
heredity instead of 
environment, And he 
has said, secondly, 
that black Americans 
suffer from a detect- 
able average. handi- 
cap in this respect, 
as compared with 
white Americans. It 
would be nice to be 
able to denounce 
these statements as 
mere ugly racist 
bosh. But one cannot do this with the 
formidably buttressed paper just. pub- 
lished in the Harvard Educational 
Review by Dr. Arthur Jensen, professor 
of educational psychology at Berkeley 
and. vice president of the American 
Educational Research Association. 


This is, in fact, a paper that has to be 
taken very seriously indeed. It is in line, 
too, with the accurnulating evidence one 
finds in other learned journals, “that 
differences of history’ and _ culture 
frequently produce quite dramatic 


“genetic differences between human- 


breeding populations. : 

To illustrate, there are the Masai, the 
African warrior tribesmen who live 
almost exclusively on meat, blood and 
milk products, The diet is so high in 
cholesterol that. all Masai should in 


theory die of hardening of the arteries 
before the age of 40. Instead, Dutch 
researchers have just discovered that 
natural selection has provided the Masai 
— but not their nearest neighbors, the 
Kikuyu — with a unique, still unex- 
plained metabolic mechanism that some- 
how suppresses cholesterol. 


~~ Yet Dr. Jensen need not be taken 


seriously when he blandly dismisses 
“compensatory education” as a possible 
remedy for the grave problem he 
describes, This part of his paper is by no 
means marked by the caréful sifting of 
all evidence that sustains the main 


argument. 


Conventional Sneer 


For.example, Dr. Jensen includes the 
conventional educationist’s sneer at the 
ill-success of New York City’s Higher 
Horizons program in the high schools. He 
does not say, however, that Higher 
Horizons was the starveling misbegotten 
offspring. of the decidedly successful 
Demonstration School Project. And he 
does not point out, either, that one failed 
where the other had got results, because 
of a very drastic cut in the per pupil 
investment. 


The- -truth- is;--you-cannot-say that 
compensatory education ‘is no remedy for 
the very simple reason that systematic, 
radical school improvement.— a much 
better description. — has never really 
been tried anywhere in the United

States. High costs have been one main 
reason. We shall never have ghetto 
schools that really educate until the 
federal government pays most of the bill 
for them.

While 
that. lasted, ghetto-school improvement 
was openly sabotaged as a supposed 
enemy of integration. 

Belatedly, these doctrinaire liberals 
were then forced to face the cruel facts 
of our urban demographic patterns, 
Whereupon they leaped straight from 
integration to advocating a system of 
“community control’ that might be 
made-to-order for George Wallace. 


Slanted Report 


Typical of the sabotage above- 
mentioned was the outrageously slanted 
report condemning the More Effective 
Schools program, comprising 21 New 
York primary-and elementary schools. 
This is, in fact, the only serious-though- 
limited attempt to improve the ghetto 
school that has yet been made, Because 
of the saboteurs, it is now adrift and 
leaderless, though there are now. reasons 
to hope that it will soon be rescued. 

Even the MES program had obvious 
and grave faults, moreover. For in- 
stance, there were no rules-changes to 
prevent the enormously high rates of 
pupil turnover that are common in 
ghetto schools. And even MES was no 
more than a small initial experiment. 


Truly systematic, overall school im- 
provement should begin at the beginning, 
with diet supplements for pregnant 
women living in deep poverty, to insure 
full brain development of their babies. In 
the worst neighborhoods, the actual 
school experience should then start in 
pre-kindergarten, or even in pre-pre- 
kindergarten; for the younger the 
children are, the easier it is to overcome 
their language handicaps. 


Back to ‘McGuffey’ 


School. improvement should extend, 
too, from primary and elementary school 
all the way to high school. It should. 
include new textbooks, using the plain 
old teaching methods which, Dr. Jensen 
rightly remarks, work better with ghetto 
children — ‘““McGuffey’s Readers," let us 
say, with appropriate emphasis on black 
history. And\it should also include a 
maximum. of enriching after-school ex- 
perience. : 

If.rightly done and generally done, all 
this will cost billions of dollars per 
annum, But no price is too high to pay to 
equip the next generation in the ghettos 
to compete on equal terms in American 


society.

Academics Must 
~ Stop Sitting 
On Status Quo’

Just.at the moment when our-society needs them 
most, the universities of Canada are falling apart. The 
evidence for this is not so much in the spectacular 
upheavals, at Simon Fraser or Sir George Williams. 


The signs of disintegration 
can be found rather in all the 
little surrenders and com- 
promises, in ‘the grains of 
sand steadily being washed 
away by a tide we can as yet 
perceive only dimly. 

The government of Sas- 
katchewan, distressed: by the 
ribaldry of its own—_youth, 
threatens the academic free- 
dom of its university. 

Professors at York take to, 
the press with veiled threats 
of a strike, Students at New 
Brunswick occupy the office 
of a fired physics professor. 

Faculty and students join in 
an act of rebellion at Windsor, 
traditionally one of the most 
conservative universities in 
Canada. 

At Toronto the president is 
subjected. to repeated public 
indignities, while the faculty 
voluntarily proceeds to dis- 
mantle the honours’ program, 
a program which shaped the 
nature of higher education 
across the country. 

And at British Columbia one 
of the most able, university 
presidents in Canada finds his 
job impossible and resigns 
after serving for less than a 
year. These incidents are only 
the ones that come readily to 
mind; below the iceberg’s tip 
lies a volume of unrest that 
we can only guess at, 


Universal Unrest 


Even the few examples 
above, however, support 
certain conclusions. In —the 


_first place, unrest is universal 


and not confined to any 
specific «part of the country. 
Secondly, despite the tendency 
of the préss to blame every 
thing on student radicals, the 
evidence suggests that faculty 
have been trouble-makers as 
often. as students, and that 
even governments and boards 
of governors have taken part 
in the process of disruption. 

U n iversity — administrators 
alone have not demonstrated; 
they must be the only part of 
the university community that 
has not been engaged in 
agitation. 

But administrators are by 
definition somebody's. 
servants, The problem is that 
all their potential masters are 
so busy sniping at each other 
that the poor administrator 
has no idea whose orders to 
follow. 

Inevitably, therefore, if he 
is to make the university 
function at all, the adminis- 
trator has to make up the 
rules as he goes along. Very 
few of today’s buttoned-down, 
business-trained university 
executives are fitted for this 
roles 

So as the pattern of the 
typical university emerges, it

What has happened, and 


this is the most melancholy 
fact of all, is that the three 
estates-of the university 
world, faculty, students, and 
administration, no longer 
have a common understand- 
ing of what a — university 
should be. 


Comedy, Tragedy 


A very few years ago it was 
still possible to speak of a 
community of scholars, of 
“our.university"’. None except 
the sentimental speak in those 
terms any longer. = 


In the confrontations now 
taking place, in the recurring 
images of insolent students 
and well-meaning, helpless 
professors, there is much 
comedy, but it is the comedy 
which illuminates high 
tragedy. 

Canadians are much 
prouder of intellectual 
achievement than are Ameri- 
cans, but even Canadians do 
not often notice how import- 
ant the universities have 
become in’ modern society. 
Ours is increasingly a 
Mandarin culture; degrees 
are._held._in__almost—super- 
stitious reverence. 


To introduce oneself in a 
beer parlour as a university 
professor is to invite the kind 
of awkward diffidence 
formerly reserved for priests. 

And indeed the university 
has in our society largely 
replaced the church as the 
source of cultural and morai 
guidance. That it does a poor 
job is beside the point; the 
record of the church is not all 
that splendid either. 

As the great originator of 
ideas, as the source of 
cultural enrichment, as the 
conscience of the nation: in 
all these roles the university 
is more important now than it 
has ever been. 

It goes without saying that 
our material well-being also 
depends on the university, 
because now more than ever 
industry needs technological 
skill and the fruits of pure 
research... 

The universities are not 
only vital to our productivity, 
however, they are also central 
to our hopes, to our aspira- 
tions about ourselves, and to 
our cultural heritage. This is 
why their fall has in it. the 


elements of tragedy, why the 
casual . destruction of our 
greatest institution implicates 
us all. 

In retrospect it is easy to 
see that the trouble began in 
the unresolved tension 
between —-the--university as 
ivory tower and as servant of 
society. 

Until ‘recently most 
students, and most faculty, 
believed that North American 
society was headed. in the 
right’ direction, toward that 
blissful state of . universal 
wealth and complete equality, 


in which ‘the universities” 


would provide cultural en- 
richment and moral stability. 

Students saw the universi- 
ties as training schools, and 
faculty, as long as_ they 
preserved what passed for 
academic freedom, were per- 
fectly willing to serve the 
state. 

One by one the independent 
universities of -Canada__dis- 
appeared. In all of Ontario 
only one remains, and the 
formerly - independent institu- 
tions are faced with the 
spectre of a California-style 
University of Ontario. 

The sell-out has been com- 
plete and amazingly rapid, 
partly because it has been 
conducted with such tact and 
such convincing arguments. 
Society must have its doctors 
and engineers, its. school- 
teachers and University 
-Women's..Clubs, 

No one in Canada can point 
to examples of gross inter- 
ference by governments in 
academic matters. It is 
precisely because the dic- 
tatorship is so benevolent, and 
so subtle, that the level of 
frustration runs so high. 


Lost Confidence 


As long as the universities 
were content simply to affirm 
the values of affluence and 
the democratic way of life, no 
one needed to care that they 
had become servants of the 
government. 

But a new generation has 
lost confidence in the Ameri- 
can* (and Canadian) way. of 
life. Twenty years after the 
Second World War the old 
heroisms no longer apply. 

And the universities, which 
should have provided a focus 
for this discontent,a place 
where new ideas and theories 
could be hammered out, are 
now too committed to the old 
order.

Everyone joins 
him in hoisting huge*tankards 
of beer and drinking, as the 
curtain falls on Act II. 

Word that Joachim’s search 
for Giulietta has foundered in 
Cadiz while--he sings ‘La 
Hababeera” nightly to the 
voluptuous tubercular, Rosa 
Maria, has reached the dying 
Duke of Palermo during the 
intermission. 

In the first scene of Act IV, 
the duke, arriving in Cadiz, 
begs Rosa Maria to take up 
residence in Paris and set 
Joachim free. 


Sobbing and coughing, she 
agrees to go in the pathetic 
aria, “En France on dit ‘Oui, 
Oui’.’’ (“I Love Paris in the 
Autumn when It Drizzles.’')

stitution which serves a cruel 
and greedy social system is~ 
meaningless. 

The academic in such a 
situation is like a night-club 
Satirist performing for an 
audience of expense-account 
executives~- and their 
mistresses. They listen, and 
may even applaud, but re- 
main untouched. Society can 
tolerate a few moralists, so 


long as_ technologists and 
managers continue to be 
produced. 


If one really believes that 
Canadian society, as a branch- 
plant of the American 
economy, is becoming. more 
and more incompetent and 
oppressive, and that the uni- 
versities are too deeply in- 
volved in the structure of 
society-to do anything more 
than apply a bit of plaster to 
its flaws, what is one to do? 


Odd Compliment 


Surely it is logical to argue 
that if one wishes to change 
the nature of society, one 
ought first to change the 
universities. In a perverse 
way it is a compliment to the 
power of the universities. 

This, then, is the movement 
which we must all now face. 
Not every agitator is con 
sciously trying to change 


Canadian society; but all are . 


affected by a disillusionment 
with -what Canada has-become 
in the 1960s. ; 


It is where hopes are 
highest, in the universities, 
that disillusionment is most 
profound. For many activists 
the feeling that the universites 
have become smug and out-of- 
touch is enough. For them it 
is also enough simply to 
destroy and disrupt; in- 
evitably,they think, -what 
emerges from the chaos must 
be better. 

If we are to save the 
universities, we must recog- 
nize the strength of this 
feeling, and its 
diagnosis of our society. 
Because if the universities are 
indeed destroyed there is no 
hope for any of us. A society 
divorced from ideas is a dying 
society. 

So the great urgency now is 
to make universities the 
instruments_of constructive, 
rather than destructive, 
revolution. 

An academic who maintains 
his traditional judicious de- 
tachment is not being im- 
partial; he is inevitably 
favouring the status quo. 

The very real danger now is 
that if academics refuse to

If our culture is in 
such pressing danger that you 
feel justified in bypassing the 
constitution, why not begin by 
ignoring the law: go on strike, 
refuse to pay your taxes, or, 
better still, demand that the 
federal government grant a 
tax reduction applicable solely 
to university professors.”’

demands, Academics are not 
ignored or despised 
nowadays; they are 
pampered, largely because 
they are so useful and so 
harmless.

The first symptoms we remember noticing 
of the weaknesses which eventually toppled 
the Diefenbaker government (1958-1962—huge 
majority) were the private comments of the 
backbencher MPs. 


What were they? Early in the second 
session of that Parliament one met more and 
more MPs, who in conversation would make 
sardonic references to the Chief and to his 
lofty isolation. 

At this same time there emerged the 
disenchantment with the bureaucrats. They 
didn’t give a damn for MPs and minister 
after minister seemed to take the word of his

officials or turn the MPs back to them for 
decisions and information. 


We remember that these earliest rumbl- 
ings tended to come from B.C. and Toronto

These early, ‘internal reactions to the 
Diefenbaker regime didn’t burst into the open 
for another three years. And when they did 
they seemed to come after public disenchant- 
ment, much abetted by press and business 
hostility. 

Our point is that much of what was the 
stock criticism by 1962 was latent but there 
among Tory MPs long before. 


Those._first stirrings of chagrin and 
frustration—could _be summed up- onthe ~ 
following points : 

The Prime Minister was isolating himself 
from his MPs; . 

The ministry was postponing decisions. and 
talking about having lots of time before the 
next election; 

The ministers-were now the captives of 
their officials, mired in. both- routine and 
expertise and studies;

The weekly caucus was lapsing back into 
a mere beef session, dominated by the 
loudest, and both the PM (when he came) 
and the other ministers were talking at it, if 
at-all,_not talking with it; 

The proceedings of the House were being 
recognized as a charade; so far as MPs were 
concerned, a forum for the opposition and a 
few stars in the cabinet; 

The committees of the House were taking 
a lot of time but most of the ministers were 
getting edgy and wanting party discipline to 
rule there, rather than so much freewheeling 
by government MPs with ideas and policy 
suggestions. 

In the past month we've heard every one 
of these points made by Liberal backbench- 
ers, particularly by the new ones and those 


_from B.C. and Toronto. 


We don’t exaggerate the importance of it 
or even suggest that the history of "62 and '63 
for the Tories will be repeated for the Grits. 

After all, Mr. Trudeau is going to have 
lunch with them, four at a time, and that will 
probably dissipate the grievances.

Union Plans 
Petrochemical 
Plant in East

OTTAWA (CP) — Union 
Carbide Canada Ltd. is eyeing 
the growth of the petroleum 
refining industry east of Mont- 
rea with a view to building a 
$35. million to $40 million 
petrochemical plant, possibly in 
the Atlantic provinces. 

Company spokesmen 
described it. as “a major 
petrochemical complex,” pro- 
ducing a wide range of products 
but principally ethylene, from 
which a wide range of plastics 
and chemicals are derived. A 
500-million-pound plant is pro- 
posed. 

The company is arguing be. 
fore the tariff board that the 
present import duty on petro- 
leum distillates, such as naptha, 
should be abolished so that the 
Canadian—price—of- these raw 
materials for the chemical 
industry are competitive with 
world prices. 

L. C, .Audette, chairman of 
the board, asked whether the 
projected plant might be located 
in the Maritimes. 

“We have several alternative 
sites available,” replied W. A. 
Dimma, executive vice-presi- 
dent of Union Carbide. The 
company's existing plant in 
Montreal East draws raw 
materials from six refineries, 
and the new plant might be 
built there or elsewhere east of 
Montreal.

“Tt is this control and restric- 
tion which does not permit us to 
be as efficient as we are 
eapable of-being,’’-he-said. “We 
have a long way to go in 
obtaining the respect of the ... 
general public which is usually 
apathetic to our problems.” 

Saunders said there is a 
widespread belief that the in- 
dustry uses medieval methods. 

“The very fact that one is 
called a contractor immediately 
breeds an air of suspicion,” he 
said. “This image also applies 
to manufacturers, designers, 
labor and building code offi- 
cials.” 

He said the industry has to 
start devoting more time to 
polishing its public image if it is 
to share in the tremendous 
growth ahead for the nation as 
a whole. 


SELF IMPROVEMENT 

“Within our own industry-wide 
associations there must be a 
greater emphasis on building a 
better _image,’’ he said._“‘Gov- 
ernments and private industry 
must. co-operate in organizing 
their. work programs in order to 
minimize the wide swings in the 
construction demand cycle.” 

Saunders said that.in the next 
10 years alone Canadians will 
require 2 million new homes 
and double the number of 
schools, hospitals, factories and 
office buildings.

Regionally: 
Confusion, 
Disagreement

In 1965 pe aie as Municipal Affairs Dan Camp- 


bell introduced the 
ernment to British Colum 


egional District Concept of gov- 


bia. 


It was designed primarily to provide a vehicle of

boundaries: for: the: common. good of an area as a 


government which could 
whole. 
Four years later, at a 


recent Qualicum Beach ‘sem- 
inar, some %-elected and 
hired--municipal officers met 
for two days to try and find 
out whether the new idea was 
working, where it was heading 
and what problems it was 
bringing in its wake. 

While the two-day confer- 
ence resulted in no _ solid 
policy statements, no positive 
requests to government, it did 
reveal a great deal of confu- 
sion ‘among municipal ad- 
ministrators, And it did dem- 
onstrate, beyond doubt, wide 
areas of disagreement.as to 
how Regional District legisla- 
tion should be introduced and 
the areas in which it could be 
effective. 


‘Co-ordinate, 


When it was suggested that 
regional -planning must be- 
come a Regional District func- 
tion, Mayor Hugh Stephen 
agreed—if cities like Victoria 
were permitted to retain their 
own “within municipal bound- 
aries” planning rights. 

“When a municipality sur- 
renders the right to control, 
its own land it surrenders its 
sovereignty,”” is the way he 
put it with the added thought 
that “regional planning should 
co-ordinate but not interfere.” 

A. Yt. Kennedy, of Van- 
eouver —executive—director for 
B.C. of the Community Plan- 
ning Association of Canada, 
took exception. 

“Without regional planning, 
municipal planning doesn't 
mean too much,” he said. 
"You can have the excellent 
plan of a city destroyed by 
unorganized development -in 
areas on the 
\periphery of the city.” 

\\For months Victoria has 
balked at a proposal to bring 
the ‘Capital Region Planning 
Boardunder the control of the. 
Regional District Board until 
it is clearly spelled out that 
the city still controls its own 
destiny. 


Difficult to 


Stephen went on to say that 
what he was really talking 
about was the structure of the 
Regional District Board. It 
was, he said, very difficult for 
an elected municipal official 
to take off his local govern- 
ment hat and start thinking 
regionally. 

“Tf they (regional directors) 
sre elected by the people 
rather than appointed from 
various municipal councils, it 
could be a truly regional 
government. As it is now I 
am sure board members find 
it very difficult to take off one 
hat’ and put on another.” 

Throughout the two days, 
discussion of Gne subject led, 
tangent-wise, ‘to another, re- 
lated only because thev both 
involved Regional District 
government. 

If a Regional District Board 
fs comprised of “municipal 
council appointees, should 
those appointees report back 
to. their council on various 
issues and decisions? 

Should those. council 
appointees vote freely at. the 
regional level? Or should they 
vote on the instructions of 
their council. = 


There were some at Quali- 
cum who saw Regional Dis- 
tricts as a fourth level of 
government in the federal, 
provincial, municipal hie r- 
archy. 


There were others who 
viewed Regional Districts and 
their growing strength as a 
third level of government 
designed eventually to elimin- 
ate historic municipal govern- 
ments. 


Most elected officials 
leaned, half-fearfully, towards 
the latter view. One by one 
they aired their fears, some- 
times to find blunt answers, 
at others a polite waffle and 
occasionally an honest “we 
don't know.”" 


Not Interfere’ 


That stand has brought off- 
stage criticism that the city 
wants to have a say in the 
development of rural areas, 
but wants rural areas to have 
no say in.the development of 
the city. 

The existence of that con- 
flict in the Regional District 
structure in the _ Capital 
Region area was readily 
admitted by Mayor Stephen at 
Qualicum. 

Seminar leader H. M. 
Rosenthal, of the University 
of British Columbia extention 
department;—asked ~if there 
was conflict between rural 


and urban representatives on... 


the Regional District of the 
Capital of British Columbia. 


“There is a very’ real 
conflict,’’. answered Stephen. 
“Although unspoken, it is 


present; although dormant it 
is there all the time.” 

What causes thé conflict? 

Stephen felt it was simply a 
matter of priorities. 

“Our priorities (urban ver- 
sus rural) are very different. 
How do we rank a city’s 
urban renewal program 
againt the need for sewers in 
Central Saanich?”

Mayor Fred Hawes, Oak 


of voting on a regional issue 
without direction from_ his 
council or without explanation 
to them as to why he had 
voted a certain way. 

Mayor Hugh Curtis, Saan- 
ich, said that with three 
directors on the board he 
didn’t see any necessity to 
report back, “We have a 
pretty good consensus, any- 
way. One third of our council 
sits on the board, but I can 
appreciate the problem when, 
as in Oak Bay and Esquimalt, 
only one seventh of the 
council becomes a director.” 


And Curtis disagreed with 
Stephen that there was any 
difficulty in the changing of 
the municipal hat to the 
regional hat. 

“T don’t share that fear. We 
have one alderman sitting on 
the. Greater Victoria Library 
Board, ~He’s —an— intelligent 
man and thinks library when 
he’s. on that . board arid 
municipality when he sits on 
council, I don't think this has 
been a very serious problem.” 


‘Wouldn’t Achieve Anything’ 


Stephen stated bluntly. that 
{t would: be impossible for 
board appointees to report 
back to council. 

“We just wouldn't achieve 
anything at the regional level 
if we did that,’” he said. 

“The Regionat District 
Board must be a. policy 
making body otherwise it will 
become-a bureaucratic para- 
dise and citizen’s nightmare. 

The questions were posed 
and discussed. Nobody asked 
for decisions because this 
seminar, like those before it 
and others to follow, was 
designed to air problems and 
promote discussion. The solu- 
tions may emerge during the 
ensuing months. 

So may the answers to the 
problems. of financing; 
municipal and public educa- 
tion as to the power and 
direction of Regional Dis- 
tricts; and, eventually, a clear- 
cut answer to the big ques- 


tion: are Regional Boards 
replacing municipal govern- 
ments? 


In Ontario, the only other 
province in Canada to endorse 
regional governments, that 
last question was answered 
loudly and clearly when the 
Ottawa-Carleton Regional 
Municipality was established 
on Jan. 1 of this year. 

By provincial statute 16 city, 
town and village municipali- 
ties were swept. into a 
Regional Government Board, 
its financing and its power 
spelled out. 

British Columbia, to date, 
has preferred the voluntary 
route, groping for com- 
promise, seeking solutions 
which will leave untouched 
historic municipal powers.

Pearson objected at the 
time that the press release 
gave far -more detail on 
securitymatters than was 
normal, but ‘was assured by 
his security advisers that it 
was necessary and desirable 
to warn the Soviet authorities 
of the extent of the RCMP’s 
knowledge .and also to. alert 
the Canadian public to espi- 
onage activities, 

The press release did not of 
course identify Spencer by 
name, But Pearson did admit, 
under questioning at the time, 
that no action had-been. taken 
against the unnamed spy 
because he was about to die 
from cancer. 


Cobalt ‘Bomb 
Treatment 


What Pearson did not know 
was that Spencer was _receiv- 
ing cobalt bomb treatment 
which prolonged his life until 
the following April, 1966. 

After a brief flurry of 
interest in.the case in the 
spring of 1965,. the matter 
disappeared from the’ head- 
‘lines. As Pearson later wrote 
in his diary—in March, 1966, 
during the Spencer-Munsinger 
crises ; 

“The Spencer case might 
have. dropped from public 
notice if: (1) Spencer had 
died,_as the doctors, last May, 
said he would, shortly; (2) if 
a Vancouver reporter had not 
discovered his identity in 
October. ..’" 

The reporter was Tom 
Hazlitt, then with the Vancou- 
ver Province and now in the 
Toronto, Star's Ottawa bureau. 
His identification of Spencer 
as the unnamed spy resur- 
rected interest ir the case. 

But—as Pearson also noted 
in his diary—not much might 
have happened if Cardin had 
not made his first mistake of

officially. confirming the iden- 
tification on the CBC TV 
program, This Hour 
Seven Days. 

Parson noted that Cardin 
had “:.: been lured ’ into 
taking .some unfortunate 
rather: ‘silly’ and sensational 
remarks about the case; more 
particularly about the govern- 
ment’s decision (there wasn’t 
any) to subject Spencer to 
surveilance ‘as long as he 
lives.’ That certainly put the 
fat on the fire.” 

_If Cardin got him into 
trouble, Pearson had , only 
himself to blame. 

When Justice Minister Guy 
Favreau resigned in the wake 
of the Rivard scandal, Pear- 
son. looked around for a 
French-Canadian successor. 
He settled on Cardin, an 
unassuming and unambitious 
man who had served quietly 
as associate minister of 
national defence. : 

Pearson dictated a diary 
memo on July 6, 1965—which 
he classified as secret—in 
which he recorded his 
thoughts while shuffling the 
cabinet after the Rivard 
affair: 

“First, I persuaded George 
Mellraith to atcépt, with as 
good grace as possible, public 
works. I told him I would help 
him out as House leader ‘by 
giving him a special parlia- 
mentary secretary.

“Then, at 3 p.m., I saw 
Lucien Cardin who is hesitant 
about his quUalifications (for 
the justice portfolie), He may 
be right on this as a long-term 
proposition but he will fill the 
bill,admitably until after the 
election, at least. He is 
competent and gaining confi- 
dence in himself; and is a 
good organizer, something 
that department desperately 
needs, 

“George MclIlraith would 
have been better in many 
ways but this would have been 
too much of a slap at Quebec. 
In. any event, we need him as 
House leader and I don’t want 
to link this with justice again 
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(as it had been linked - in 
Favreau’s case).” 

Tt is interesting. that as 
early as July, 1965, Pearson 
was talking of an election, 
which was eventually held in 
November, And it is signifi- 
cant that Pearson pushed 
Cardin into the justice port- 
folio, despite his hesitations, 
where he was:later to flound- 
er into the Spencer and 
Munsinger troubles. 

This was the situation in 
November, 1965. Spencer had 
been identified by Hazlitt. 
Cardin had unwisely con- 
firmed the identification and 
made the whole affair seem 
more dramatic than it actu- 
ally was. Spencer had been 
fired from the post office, 
without a pension, but had not 
been prosecuted. The govern- 
ment was under daily pres- 
sure in the- Commons to 
explain its, actions in the case 
and to hold a judicial enquiry. 

The Commons rose from the 


* 


Christmas recess, giv the 
government a_ respite and 
Pearson then wrote letters 


marked secret -to-Cardin, and 
to. Solicitor-General Lawrence 
Pennell. The letters were in 
almost identical terms, and 
Pearson told his two, law 
ministers: 
Severe 
oe 
Criticism ~° 

“As you are‘ aware, the 
government has been sub- 
jected to severe public and 
parliamentary criticism for 
its handling of the (Spencer) 
case, and there is no question 
in my mind that the» matter 
will, be the subject of a 
difficult debate in the forth- 
coming session of arliament. 

“In order to clarify the 
public misunderstanding 
which has attended this case 
throughout, and to provide the 
necessary ‘assurance that the 
government intends to deal 
firmly and effectively with 
these matters, a number of 
actions will be required.” 

Pearson then outlined the 
four steps he proposed to 
take: 

1. There would be a-press 
statement giving the decision 
to dismiss Spencer from the 
post office and the reasons for 
4 

2. Cardin would issue a 
statement “elaborating fully 
on the remarks that you 
recently made in a national 
television program which, as 
you know, have given rise to 
considerable public concetn;” 

3. A white paper would be 
tabled in the Commons in 
January or February ‘‘to 
indicate more fully than has 


_been done in recent. years the - 


nature of espionage activities 
in Canada, with particular 
reference to this recent case, 
and to explain some of the 
difficulties which arose in 
dealing with it;’’ 


Full-Scale 
Inquiry 


4. The government would 
initiate a full-scale inquiry 
into espionage arid subversive 
activities in Canada and ‘the 
means of dealing with them. 

Pearson's letters asked Car- 
din and Pennel to consider 
this program and commented: 
“I believe that these actions 
would have the necessary 
effects of informing and reas- 
suring the public and Parlia- 
ment.” 

What happened? At some 
later time, Pearson scribbled 
a note on his copy of his letter 
to Cardin: ‘After long and 
careful consideration and dis- 
cussions. in the cabinet it was 
decided not to proceed with 
any enquiry at this time.” 

In his diary notes, Pearson 
recorded: “After the Christ- 
mas holiday, cabinet began to 
consider the matter, as we. 
felt it would be a major 
target for Diefenbaker’s criti- 
cism when the House reas- 
sembled on January 18, 1966. 

“We had decided some time 
earlier that Spencer should be 
fired under a clause in the 
civil service act that did not 
provide for an appeal. 

“We had a.good deal of 
discussion about this but the 
general opinion was that an 
appeal would be objectionable 
on ‘security’ grounds and that 
the clause in question was put 
in the act precisely for cases 
such as Spencer’s. He was 
jucky merely to be dismissed, 
having confessed to improper 


association with.Soviet 
agents.” : 
fea 


Handiéapped’ 


When Parliament resumed, 
as Pearson had forseen, the 
opposition parties, with the 
support of almost every news- 
paper, demanded an inquiry 
into the Spencer case. 

“We were ‘haridicapped in 
answering by not being able 
to give the evidence, on 
security grounds:, which

abundantly justified Spencer’s 
dismissal and which, indeed, 
could*not even be given at any 
public inquiry or appeal,’ 
wrote Pearson when he dic- 
tated his diary notes later. 

He was not much concerned 
with Conservative leader John 
Diefenbaker ‘‘and his crew” 
because he thought they were 
so vicious and partisan they 
made little impact on the 
public. But: “The NDP— 
especially (David) Lewis— 
were much more impressive 
in their criticism, . because 
they made a more, reasonable 
appeal to justice and the 
rights of _a-- ‘little man,’ 
convicted without a chance to 
defend himself,” 

Pearson recounted: ‘In cab- 
inet, there was a division for 
and against an enquiry, witha 
strong majority against. My 
own feeling was- that we 
should have one, ‘in camera,’ 
because the issue had been 
now transformed by: the press 
andthe opposition into one of 
civil liberties and human 


Treated 
Fairly 


“But, as there was in fact 
no question of principle at 
stake (we had treated Spencer 
fairly) I accepted the view of 
two-thirds of the cabinet; 
especially as the minister 
most concerned, Cardin, took 
that view very strongly. He 
had stated it publicly and its 
repudiation by the cabinet 
could have been interpreted 
as throwing another French 
Canadian to the wolves. He 
would have resigned.” 

So Cardin reaffirmed in the 
Commons there would be no 
enquiry. The opposition re- 
doubled its attacks until Pear- 
son agreed_to the request of 
NDP leader T. C. Douglas to 
undertake a personal review 
of the case. 

.‘I certainly did review. the 
matter, spending hours and 
hours reading every police 
report on Spencer over all the 
time he was being watched— 
and the whole record after he 


——then-asked Cardin to his office

had been confronted,” said 
Pearson to his diary. “‘My 
conclusion was that he had 
been fairly treated, as he 
admitted himself in his signed 
statement, which of course we 
could not unfortunately use, 
as it gave so much detail 
about his contacts with the 
Soviet agents etc.” 

When- Pearson told the 
Commons he saw no reason to 
change the government's 
decision not to hold an 
enquiry, criticism mounted to 
a new intensity. 


Couldnt 
Give Evidence 


“ 


- we couldnt give the 
evidence to rebut it, or at 
least the best part of it, 
unless. we violated security 
procedures,” wrote Pearson, 

‘It was really a desperate 
dilemma, especially as Spen- 
cer was a sick man and if he 
died, would become a ‘mar- 
tyr’ to the cruelty and injust- 
ice of a despotic govern- 
ment.” 

Cardin, meanwhile, was un- 
der no illusion about the 
difficulties he had -caused 
Pearson; In a personal and 
confidential letter to Pearson, 
on February 3, 1966, he wrote: 
“IT need to tell you how 
dreadful I feel about the 
embarrassment the mishand- 
ling of the’ Spencer case has 
caused you and for which I 
am largely responsible.” 

Cardin was not of course 
saying that the decision not to 
hold an enquiry represented 
mishandling. He was: saying 
that his own sta* nents on 
television; which precipitated 
the crisis, had been a mis- 
take. x 

But now the problem was to 
find a way out of the situation 
caused by the mistake. A vote 
was approaching in the Com- 
mons and Pearson was uneasy 
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about the result 
minority government: 

“All the opposition groups 
were against us and we had 
no reason to be sure they 
wouldn't vote against us. Some 
of our own members opposed 
our refusal of an enquiry and 
at least two would have voted 
against the .government. It 
was agonizing to think that a 
Liberal government could be 
defeated on such an illiberal 
position; as it would be 
considered in the country.’ ’ 

Suddenly, on March 4, 1966, 
the NDP’s Lewis produced a 
telegram in which Spencer 
requested ‘an enquiry into the 
circumstances of his dismissal 
particularly as it affected his 
pension. 

“This seemed to give us a 
way out, to accept this kind of 


for his

limited enquiry while reject- 
ing the demand for a full one 
which would bring in security 
issues,’” wrote Pearson. “We 
could save our face and give 
public opinion reassurance 
that the dismissal was just, 
by the report of a judge 
appointed to make an 


enquiry.’” 
Ten cabinet ministers were 
out of Ottawa that day. 


Pearson swiftly consulted two 
who were availble’ and whose 
judgment he valued, Solicitor- 
General Lawrence Pennell 
and Health and Welfare Min- 
ister Allan "MacEachen, who 
had previously been on his 
personal staff. 


Limited 
Probe 


He noted in his diary that 
both agreed the government 
should accept the proposal for 
a limited enquiry. Pearson 


and: “We talked over the 
latest developments and he 
agreed that we should change 
front in the new circum- 
stances. Indeed, he asked me 
to write out a statement to 
this effect that he would give. 

“There was not a word 
about resignation. MacEachen 
confirmed later that Cardin 
had agreed with him in the 
House that we should now 
have to accept a_ limited 
enquiry—with not a word 
about his own position having 
been made impossible by the 
change. 

“So I told Cardin I would 
take full. responsibility for the 
change by making the state- 
ment myself (he seemed 
grateful and relieved) but that 
I would associate him with it 
so that there would ‘be no 
repudiation of himself; either 
in fact or in*appearance.” 

Pearson made the state- 
ment to the Commons, and — 
to his surprise — ran into bad 
reaction in his own party. The 
“hawks” he noted sarcastic- 
ally now became _ sure the 
government could have won 
the vote because Social Credit 
and Creditiste members would 
not have voted against the 
government. 

‘Jt was a depressing re- 
action and result but I am 
satisfied I did the- right 
thing,” Pearson noted in his 
diary. 


Quebec Caucus 
Very Hostile 


His difficulties however had 
only just» begun as he was 
working that weekend on the 
terms of the Spencer enquiry. 

“Cardin now decided to 
resign and, as a result, the 
Quebec caucus became very 
hostile to my decision and 
attitude of Friday. Some of 
them began to accuse me of 
having repudiated Cardin, 
tossed him aside, without 
even consulting him etc. etc. 

“Marchand felt he should 


resign if Cardin did; so did * 


Cadieux and Cote. Things 
were really falling apart.”

This was the most serious 
political crisis Pearson had 
faced. “I talked to Cardin— 
had him out to the house both 
on Sunday and Monday— 
talked with him alone and 


with (Senator Maurice) 
Lamontagne, who was very 
helpful, and Favreau,’’ he 


reported in his diary. 

“He was adamant. Ex- 
pressed a regard and affec- 
tion for me that was deep and 
sincere and not affected by 
anything that had happened 
but he could not and would 
not remain any longer in 
politics. He had not wanted_to 
run again (in the 1965 elec- 
tion); his’ home life was being 
destroyed; he hated the lonely 
life and nastiness of politics; 
he was not cut out for it; he 
had been a failure in justice, 
wasn't up to it, and this was 
his chance to leave.” 


Humiliated 
By Decision 


Cardin apparently gave the 
_ impression to the Quebec 

caucus and to other observers 
at the time’ that he was 
determined to resign because 
he had been humiliated by 
Pearson’s decision to reverse 
the ‘cabinet policy on a 
Spencer enquiry. But: in his 
private conversations with 
Pearson, he made it clear he 
was using the cer crisis 
as an excuse to get out of a 
political life that had become 
a burden to him. 

Perhaps Cardin’s motives 
were mixed. But in subse- 
quent letters to Pearson he 
made clear beyond any. doubt 
his great affection and respect 
for his prime minister. Cer- 
tainly, he harbored no feelings 
that he had been unfairly 
treated, 

This respect for Pearson, in 
fact, saved the day for the 
prime minister, Just when it 
seemed that Cardin was 
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the nicest people to

Symptoms 
of Acute 
‘ Appendicitis 


By DR. WALTER ALVAREZ 


Probably most people today 
know that acute appendicitis 
is likely to produce pain in the 
lower right side of ‘the abdo- 
men; that is 
the most 
common 
symptom. 
The pain may 
be misleading 
when at first 
it starts 
higher up, 
perhaps 
around. the 
navel.

I can 
remember when acute appen- 
dicitis hit two college students 
at the same time, after they 
had: bathed in a swimming 
pool and apparently picked up 
a virus.

Fever is generally not high 
until after the rupture of the 
appendix, when it may go up. 
Constipation is usual, but not 
always present. Often, if one 
feels the person's abdomen, 
the wall is rigid and stiff. 
Acute appendicitis is most 
common in children; it is 
seldom seen in old people.

Once I asked an eminent 
pediatrician what was the 
main recognizable difference 
between an acute appendix 
anda bad stomach ache, due 
perhaps to eating green 
apples. I have never forgotten 
his answer, which was a good 
one. He said' that the differ- 
ence is that with the acute 
appendicitis, the mother has 
to_stay up all night with the 
child. When, many years ago, 
two of my children came 
down with acute appendicitis 
(at different times) around 10 
p.m., each one and his mother 
and I did riot sleep; as soon 
as five a.m. came, we rushed 
each to a hospital where he 
was operated on.

The more I study epilepsy, 
the more I _see that the 
disease is commonly not 
falling spells, but more a 
collection of weird spells of 
great nervousness or violent 
temper, ‘‘shakiness,”” numb- 
ness, pain, great fear, indi- 
gestion and weakness. I have 
in-my-library~a-dozen books 
on epilespy in which the 
writers talked of phychic or 
mental or emotional epilepsy, 
or non-convulsive epilepsy, or 
borderline “epilepsy, and an 
epilepsy so mild and atypical 
that the patient, his wife, the 
family doctor, and a psycho- 
analyst had never suspected: 
what was wrong. 

As we say in medicine, the 
patient's trouble was “subjec- 
tive” rather than ‘‘objective.” 
Subjective means that the 
person only feels something 
wrong, like a pain, while 
objective means that someone 
looking at the patient can see 
something wrong, such as a 
face contorted with agony, or 
such as black-out, a fall or a 
convulsion. 


Any physician who will 
think for a minute can see 
that if the irritable bit of 
brain which is sending out a 
“storm” is in a _ certain 
sensory part of the brain, the 
person will sense only a vile 
taste in his mouth, or he will 
hear people calling him, and 
that will be his seizure; but if 


the storm comes out of 
another motor part of his 
brain (the part governing 


physical-movements), a mus- 
ele in his thigh may twitch so 
violently as to throw him to 
the floor.

But none of theni 
had tails worth mentioning and 
some had no tails at all. 

We have heard old timers: tell 
of dazzling comets with golden 
tails fanning far over the sky. 
The bitsy comets of 1967 and 
1968 were so disappointing that 
many young space-agers 
wondered whether those tales of 
glamorous old comets were true. 


they were exaggerated as the 
stories were repeated. Not— at 
all. The truth is that comets 


ones are very rare — and ‘it is 
the big ones that spread their 
long glowing tails over our 
skies 

Comets are thought to be 
bulky blobs of meteor material 
and loose dusty debris held 
together by frozen gases. The 
giants may be much bigger than 
the earth, but it would take at 
least 100,000 of them to equal 
the weight of the earth. As they 
cross the dky, distant stars can 
be seen right through their 
featerweight heads. Their razzle- 
dazzle tails are made of even 
more gauzy material. Their 
glowing particles are much 
rarer than the thin, scanty gas 
particles in a neon tube. 

But what it lacks in sub- 
stance, the tail of a giant comet 
makes up for in size. Steaming 
from the comet's head, it mav 
spread into a wide beam 100) 
million miles long. This is 
longer than the distance 
between the earth and the sun.

Fenian. Attack Feared! 


On St. Patrick's Day 


By BOB BOWMAN 

This is the day when 
millions of people, especially 
in North America, wear some- 
thing green and try to sing 
Irish ballads 
(composed in 
Tin Panny 
Alley) even™ 
though they 
have never 
been any- 
where. near 

Eire or 

Ulster. They | 
have helped to 
make a. for 
tune for Bing 
Crosby. Perhaps the most 
exciting St.- Patrick’s Day in 
Canada was March 17, 1866, 
when great efforts were being 
made to sustain the Confeder- 
ation movement in New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia. 
In fact Canada should give 
thanks to the Irish revolution- 
aries in the U.S. known as 
Fenians, for helping to make 
Confederation possible. 
.As St. Patrick’s Day 1866 
approached there were indica- 
tions that the Fenians were 
gathering a strong force at 
Portland, Maine, and intended 
to attack New Brunswick on 
March 17, 

New Brunswick and Nova 
Seotia called out their militia, 
while in Canada John A. 
Macdonald . organized a force 
of 10,000 men, Nobody was 
sure where the Fenians would 
attack, but they had raised 


Bowman ; 


about $15,000,000 from Ameri- 
can sympathizers and were 
rumored to have 30,000 men 
ready to fight. They were 
hardened veterans of the U.S, 
Civil War. 

On the night of March 16, 
members of the New Bruns- 
wick militia patrolled the St. 
Croix and St. John river 
borders, knocking on ‘doors, 
and persuading as many men 
as possible to get their guns 
and be ready to repel the 
invaders. There were scenes 
like the ride of Paul Revere. 

The Fenians did not attack - 
New Brunswick, and their 
raid on Canada (Niagara 
area) was delayed until June 
when it was. easily defeated. 
However, the threat to New 
Brunswick caused  anti-Con- 
federationists in that province 
and Nova Scotia to do some 
more thinking about the deal 
with Canada. It was realized 
that union was necessary for 
defence.

In 1843 our skies were visited by 
a super, giant comet. Its’ bulky 
head was 100,000 miles wide and 
its stupendous tail was spanned 
500 million miles, long enough to 
reach the orbit of Jupiter. Such 
big comets are rare but smaller 
comets with tiny or nonexistant 
tails are quite common. 


Lighted Sky 


The tenuous tail of a comet 
always streams away from ‘the 
sun. As the bulky head ap- 
proaches to make its close U- 
turn, the tail streams out behind 
it. As it leaves the sun, the tail 
streams on ahead of the depart- 
ing comet. Sometimes a comet 
sprouts a forked tail or an extra 
streamer. More often it fans out 
jin a curved arc, narrow as it 
leaves the comet and much 
wider toward the end. Even a 
small comet tail may’ ‘be. a 
million miles long and the 
bigger ones are hundreds of 
millions of miles long. 

In the record year of 1967, 10 
of the comets were strangers. 
This makes us wonder whether 
a visiting comet could collide 
with the earth. Experts esti- 
mate that this could happen 
once in about 15 million years. 
But twice in recent times the} 
earth has passed through a) 
monstrous comet tail. In 1861) 
this event coincided with a 
glamorous aurora. In 1910, when | 
we passed through the tail of| 
Halley’s famous comet, the sky| 
was slightly iridescent. But no 
one is sure whether the aurora 
or the iridescence was caused 


by the tenuous comet tail 
substance.

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Regionally: 
Confusion, 
Disagreement 


This is the first of three articles by-City Hall reporter 


Jim Hume on regional government.

In 1965 Minister of Municipal Affairs Dan Camp- 
bell introduced the Regional District concept of gov- 
ernment to British Columbia. 

It was designed primarily to provide a Vehicle of 
government which could cross rigid municipal 
boundaries for the common good of an’area as a 


whole. 


Four years later, at a 
recent Qualicum Beach sem- 
inar, some 90 elected and 
hired municipal officers met 
for two days to try and find 
out whether the new idea was 
working, where it was heading 
and what problems it was 
bringing in its wake. 

While the two-day confer- 
ence resulted in no_ solid 
policy statements, no positive 
requests to government, it did 
reveal_a great deal of confu- 
sion among municipal ad- 
ministrators, And it did dem- 
onstrate, beyond doubt, wide 
areas of disagreement as to 
how Regional District legisla- 
tion should be introduced and 
the areas. in which it could be 
effective. 


‘Co-ordinate, 


When it was suggested that 
regional planning must ~be- 
come a Regional District func- 
tion, Mayor Hugh Stephen 
agreed—if city’s lik= Victori. 
were permitted to retain their 
own “within municipal bound- 
aries” planning rights. 

“When a municipality sur- 
renders the right to.control, 
its own land it surrenders its 
sovreignty,”” is the way he 
put it with the added thought 
that “regional planning should 
co-ordinate but not interfere.’” 

,A, H. Kennedy, of Ottawa, 
executive director of the 
Community Planning Associa- 
tion of Canada, took excep- 
tion. 

“Without regional planning, 
municipal planning doesn't 
mean too much,” he said. 
“You can ‘Have the excellent 
plan of a city destroyed by 
unorganized development in 
unorganized areas on the 
periphery of the city.” 

For months Victoria has 
balked at a proposal to bring 
the Capital Region Planning 
Board under the control of the 


Regional District Board until | 


it is clearlv spelled out that 
the city still controls its own 
destiny. 


Difficult to 


Stephen went! on to say that 
what he was really talking 
about was the structure of the 
Regional District’ Board.- It 
was, he said, very difficult for 
an elected municipal official 
to take off his local govern- 
ment hat and start thinking 
regionally. 

“Tf they (regional directors) 
are elected by the people 
rather than appointed from 
various municipal councils, it 
could’ be a truly’ regional 
government. As it is now I 
am sure board members find 
it very difficult to take off one 
hat and put on another.’’ 

Throughout the two days, 
discussion of one subject led, 
tangent-wise, to another, re- 
lated only because they both 
involved Regional. District 
government. 

ff a Regional District Board 
is comprised of ‘municipal 
council appointees, should 
those appointees report back 
to their council on various 
issues and decisions? 

Should = those council 
appointees vote freely at the 
regional level? Or should they 
vote on the instructions of 
their council. 


There. were some at Quali- 
cum who saw Regional Dis- 
tricts as a fourth level of 
government in the federal, 


provincial, municipal hie r- 
archy. 
There were others who 


viewed Regional Districts and 
their growing strength as a 
third level of government 
designed eventually to elimin- 
ate historic municipal govern- 
ments. 


Most elected officials 
leaned, half-fearfully, towards 
the latter view. One by one 
they aired their fears, some- 
‘times to find blunt answers, 
at others a polite waffle and 
occasionally an honest ‘we 
don’t know.” 


Not Interfere’ 


That. stand has brought off- 
stage criticism that the city 
wants to have a say in the 
development of rural areas, 
but wants rural areas to have 
no say in the development of 
the city. 

The. existence of that con- 
flict in the Regional District 
structure in the Capital 
Region area was readily 
admitted by. Mayor Stephen at 
Qualicum. 

Seminar leader H. M. 
Rosenthal, of the University 
of British Columbia extention 
department, asked if’ there 
was conflict between rural 
and urban representatives on 
the Regional District of the 
Capital of British Columbia. 

“There is a very Teal 
conflict,” answered Stephen. 
“Although unspoken, it . is 
present; although dormant it 
is there all the time.” 

What causes the conflict? 

Stephen felt it was simply a 
matter of priorities. 

“Our priorities (urban ver- 


sus rural) are very different... 


How do we rank a city’s 
urban renewal program 
againé the need for sewers in 
Central Saanich?” 


Switch Hats 


Mayor Fred Hawes, Oak 
Bay, said he wouldn't dream 
of voting on a regional issue 
without direction from his 
council or without explanation 
to: them as to why he had 
voted a certain way. 

Mayor Hugh Curtis, Saan- 
ich, said that_-with three 
directors on fhe board he 
didn’t see any necessity to 
report back, “We have a 
pretty good consensus, any- 
way. One third of our council 
sits on the board, but I can 
appreciate the problem when, 
as-in- Oak Bay and Esquimalt, 
only one seventh of the 
council becomes a director.” 

And Curtis disagreed with 
Stephen that there was any 
difficulty in the changing of 
the municipal hat to the 
regional hat. 

“T don’t share that fear. We 
have one alderman sitting on 
the Greater Victoria Library 
Board. He's an intelligent 
man and thinks library when 
fie’s. on that board ‘and 
municipality. when he ‘sits on 
council I don’t think this has 
been a very serious problem.” 


"Wouldn't Achieve Anything’ 


Stephen stated -bluntly that 
it would be impossible for 
board appointees to, report 
back to council. 

“We just wouldn't achieve 
anything at the regional level 
if we-did that,” he said. 

“The Regional District 
Board must be a_ policy 
making body otherwise it will 
become a bureaucratic para- 
dise and citizen’s nightmare. 

The questions were posed 
and discussed. Nobody asked 
for decisions because this 
seminar, like those before it 
and others to follow, was 
designed to air problems and 
promote discussion, The solu- 
tions may emerge during the 
ensuing months. 

So may the answers to the 
problems of financing; 
municipal and ptblie educa- 
tion as, to the power and 
direction of Regional Dis- 
tricts; and, eventually, a clear- 
cut answer to the big ques- 
tion: are. Regional Boards 
replacing municipal govern- 
ments? 


In Ontario, the only- other 
province in Canada to endorse 
regional governments, that 
last question was answered 
loudly and clearly. when the 
Ottawa-Carleton Regional 
Municipality was established 
on Jan. lof this year. 

By provincial statute 16 city, 
town and village municipali- 
ties were swept into a 
Regional Government Board, 


its financing and its power 
spelled out. 
British Columbia, to date, 


has preferred the voluntary 
route, groping for com- 
promise, seeking solutions 
which will leave untouched 
historic municipal powers.

ORCHESTRA MEASURES UP TO DYNAMIC PIANIST a, 
Persistent Audience Wins Bach Encore

In the second half of the 
Victoria Symphony concert 
Sunday afternoon, pianist 
Dimitri -Bashkirov left his 
audience breathless .with the 
dramatic intensity.and virtuo- 
sic fire of his solo perform- 
ance, 

The reaction of the audience 
was of such persistence that 
he’ finally capitulated and 
played an exquisite and calm- 
ing Bach encore. 

The Schumann A _ = Minor 
Concerto (Op. 54) which had 
roused such excitement was a 
triumph for pianist 
orchestra alike. 

As if unleashed from the 
restricting classicism of the 
Movart which preceded it, 
Bashkirov sprang at the piano 
with fierce vitality‘in the first 
movement of the Schumann. 

It soon became apparent 
that bis interpretation was. to 
be as lingeringly romantic as 
it was forceful.

The orchestra under Laszlo 
Gati, measured up admirably 
to the guest artist although 
sections occasionally sounded 
understandably thin. in tone 
beside the thunderous reverb- 
erations of Bashkirov's excit- 
ing onslaught. 

By comparison, the Mozart 
Concerto, No. 14 in E Fiat 
K 449, was unexceptional. 
Technically this seemed like 
the lilting third movement. 
NOVEL IDEAS 

“Missa Brevis,” a work 
unfamilar to many Victorians, 
was full of interesting sounds 
and novel ideas typical of 
Kodaly. Not ‘quite as ‘‘breva’’ 
as one might wish, this work 
originally composed as an 
organ solo, hence the stop like 
doubling of vocal and orches- 
tral effects, has moments of 
dancing gaiety and several 
upsurging, inspiring cres 
cendos, but its overall mood is 
of solemn if not sombre 
beauty. 


The Victoria Choral. Society, 
trained by Rodney Webster, 
presented a well - balanced 
sensitive and moving  per- 
formance of this work made 


difficult by intricate orches-~ 


tration and unusual intervals. 


Fortunately, litth was de- 
manded of the feeble, ‘apolo- 
getic trio of soloists whose 
part was not extensixe enough 
to spoil the godoe choral per-

Orchestral instruments en- 
hanced. vocal effects through- 
out. Stirring brass topped off 
the triumphant lines in sev- 
eral places and attended the 
resutreetion from the depths.

The organ, played by
